REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
the applicant argues that the Oliver patent discusses a PERT chart, which shows a schedule of events or tasks (start dates, 
completion dates) and their relationship in graphical form, and, in contrast, according to applicant, the present invention is 
concerned with obtaining offered or proposed dates for completing tasks or jobs, and are made bv those doing the job based on 
receiving a message that incudes a space for entering the offer. The applicant also adds that the present invention could be 
used to gather the information that is put into the PERT chart of Oliver. It is true that Oliver discloses a sheduling technioue 
used in project management where a PERT chart is used to graphically present the sequencing of tasks based on the 
completion of the tasks, however. Oliver also discloses the deterrmination of EV information that describes what has been 
accomplished as the project progresses. During this determination a reporting time is represented as increments in weeks, and 
it is also shown that it is expected for a single person to work on a task and to devote thirty hours per week to the project as 
shown in col. 4. lines 23-47. For task B. it takes 30 hours or one week to complete the task, and therefore, it takes the proposed 
time of 30 hours for completing the task. In this case, the thirty hours per week represents the proposed time for completing 
the task.
